Berlin, Aug. C>.— Events in the Trans- 
vaal are keenly watched here. The press 
comments liberally on the week's news. 
iS'o doubt a strong undercurrent of sen- 
timent exists, shared by every class, in 
favor of the Boers against Great Brit- 
ain. Every German one meets ex- 
presses this freely, ami the press, except 
the portion inspired by the government, 
sides more or less strongly witli the 
Boers. An editorial in the Deutche 
Zeltung is significant as showing the 
aspirations in pan-German and colonial 
circles, and has created some sensation. 
It concludes: " Questionable as it re- 
mains, after all, whether England, 
which in a war with the Boers would 
have to dangerously expose all her 
threatened points in Asia, is really re- 
solved to light, it seems settled, judg- 
ing from the consonance of news from 
London and Lisbon, that tin; possibility 
of war is now being considered. The 
near future may show whether the Brit- 
ish flag will be unfolded l'or a light in 
which nothing less is to be decided than 
the question whether Africa is to be 
English or German-Dutch." 

A further sign of the deep interest in 
the matter here is in the large number 
of pamphlets and books on the question 
which have appeared within a month. 

All the periodicals also contain articles 
on the question. It seems doubtful, 
however, whether the government or the 
Emperor will again interfere if tilings 
come to a focus in South Africa. It is 
currently reported in political circles 
that His Majesty, on the occasion of the 
visit of Mr. Cecil Rhodes to Berlin, said: 
" The Boers are past saving," adding 
that " they owed their misfortunes to 
their stubbornness," and that there was 
no intention on the part of Germany to 
call a halt to England. The govern- 
ment press remains in the mud, the 
whole question ajr.-aiting the Emperor's 
return. During his trip in northern 
waters the Emperor has been kept close- 
ly informed regarding the changes in 
the whole matter. A high official said 
to the Associated Press correspondent 
this week: " It is certain the Emperor, 
ami with him Count Von Buelow and 
Prince Hohenlohe, have become con- 
vinced that to actively meddle in the 
Transvaal question at the present time 
would be to stir up a hornet's nest. 
Germany has come to the conclusion 
that it is best for her own interests to 
let things Hike their natural course. 

LUNACY INCREASING !. 

Alarming Condition Shown by the Re- 
port of the Commissioners. 

London. Aug. 5.— The fifty-third re- 
port of the commissioners in lunacy is 
unpleasant reading. It shows an appal- 
ling increase in madness in England and 
Wales. In January of the present year 
there were 105.0S0 lunatics, an increase 
of 3,114 over 189S, the largest increase 
vet recorded. An analysis shows that 
'the spread of lunacy is not confined to 
any one class, although naturally the 
largest increase is among paupers. The 
situation is regarded as so alarming that 
an earlv olilcial inquiry is demanded 
into the* cause and the best means of 
combatting them.

London, Aug. 5-— So far as popular in- 
terest is concerned, the great naval 
manoeuvres have ended in disappoint- 
ment, as there was no fighting, the rival 
lleets failing even to sight each other, 
The naval authorities, however, are de- 
lighted at the success with which the 
British licet found and convoyed safely 
to Rlllford Haven the Hot ilia of food 
supply ships from Halifax. The manoeu- 
vres were carried out under conditions 
which might he expected to prevail in the 
event of war with France. The latter 
pinned her faith to torpedo boats, while 
England steadily increased the number 
of torpedo boat destroyers, and although 
dark and misty nights were favorable to 
torpedo boats, they seem to have com- 
pletely failed, while the destroyers fully 
sustained the hopes of their advocates 
on the few occasions when they came 
in contact with the torpedo boats. The 
manoeuvres seem to have placed beyond 
question the value of marine telegraphy. 
Admiral Domville relied upon it for 
much useful information which could not 
be otherwise obtained, and successfully 
transmitted information over distances 
from 20 to ISO miles, neither fog nor 
darkness interfering with the trans- 
mission of messages. The experts are 
satisfied that wirMess telegraphy adds 
greatly lo the value of scouting.

■which 'opens on Monday morning. Gen. 
aVIeicier, who was minister of war when 
Dreyfus was condemned, arrived from 
Paris this afternoon. The leading event 
of the day was the arrival of the "Hero 
of the Dreyfus Affair, " Lieut. -Col. Geo. 

The authorities are becoming anxious 
regarding the maintenance of tranquility 
in Unities during the trial, owing to the 
invasion of the town by a crowd of anti- 
Droytusile agitntors, and heroic police 
measures were taken this evening to in- 
sure peace. 

Cards of admission to the trial were 
issued this afternoon to representatives 
of the press, every two foreign corres- 
pondents without exception receiving 
one curd between them, which means 
that the leading papers of the world out 
side of France will only be able ti> be 
represented every other day. Captain 
Dreyfus will be conducted to the new- 
court room in the Liycee, which faces 
the military prison across the iiroad Ave- 
nue de la Gare every morning, and re- 
turn in the evening between a double row 
■of gendarmes. Workmen have been busy 
to-day fitting up the Sails des Fetes in 
the Lyeee for the trial, and the install- 
ation of benches, desks, etc., is already 



WHITE PASS RAILWAY 

Contractors Will Hand Road Over to 
Owners in a Few Days. 

Seattle, Aug. 5.— Though completed 
and now being operated for the accom- 
modation of freight and passenger traf- 
tic, the White Pass & Yukon Railway 
has not been formally transferred to 
its owners. The interesting event will oc- 
cur about August ^0. Since ground was 
broken, the property has been under the 
management of the builders, styling 
themselves the Pacific Construction Co., 
htil., of London. K. C. Hawkins has 
been its chief engineer, and since the 
road was opened to public uses he has 
been and is now its general manager. Up 
to this time the construction company has 
handled all receipts and made all dis- 
bursements. The stockholders of the 
Pacific Construction Company are Eng- 
lishmen, as also are the actual owners 
of the road, Close Bros. & Co., of Lon- 
don, who, so far as the public is inform- 
ed, built the road. At least they and 
their friends control the concern.

ASTOR BURNED IN EFFIGY. 

New Yorkers Reseut His Action in Bo- 
coming a British Subject. 

New York, Aug. 5.— Surrounded by a 
hooting, jeering crowd of several hun- 
dred persons, William Waldorf Astor 
was burned in effigy to-night in Longaero 
Square. Dr. F. W. Crowe, living at 
No. 228 West Forty-ninth street, was 
the prime mover in the incident. He 
hired thirty men to assist him. At S p. 
m. he carried a big rocking-chair from 
his house to a truck driven by Anthony 
Kenimerer. Witli it he bad* an oil- 
sonked barrel. On the chair he placed 
a lay figure garbed in a striped suit, a 
black Fedora hat, kid gloves, tight-fitting 
trousers anil good shoes. Across the 
chest of the figure was a sign 2x4, with 
this legend: 

"Astor, the traitor." 

The wagon was driven up Sixth ave- 
nue to Longacre. There Dr Crowe 
planted the barrel on the asphalt, pour- 
ed over it 2 quarts of oil and applied a 
match. The flames crackled and licked 
up the lay figure. A big hole was burn- 
ed in the asphalt pavement. The police 
arrived too late to find the Doctor. lie 
had disappeared in the crowd. His driv- 
er was arrested, but released at the sta- 
tion house. The police are looking for 
Dr. Crowe.

SOLD FOR MUTTON. 

Thousands of Coat-: Slaughtered and 
Placed on the Chicago Market. 

Chicago. An;:. ."», The Daily News 
says: Thousands of goats lire bought, 
slaughtered and placed on the markets 
of Chicago and sold as mutton by some 
packers at the stockyards. This traffic 
is carried mi extensively during flic win- 
ter and early spring, up to and includ- 
ing the mouth of Vpril. 

Tlie goats ami kids are principally of 
the Angora kind and come from the 
Northwest, while a few are shipped in 
from Hie Smith. The latter are of the 
common gout species and do not find as 
ready sale as the Angoras. 

Resides being very palatable as a food, 
the Angora goat- ami kids are used for 
other purposes. The skins of the goats 
are used for making floor mats and robes 
for tlie babies, while the skin of the 
kid is used for trimming furs. 

Dr. W. S. Devoe, of the bureau of 
animal industry, when asked to-day in 
regard to the goals being sold for mut- 
ton, said: 

"They certainly are quite free from 
disease' are fat and make excellent eat- 
ing. (If course, the very common 
'billy' goat would have a tendency to 
be strong and have a bad odor. There 
is no law to prevent them being sold, 
a ml when w e find them in the packing 
houses they are inspected the same as 

The records at the yards show that 
some weeks as high as S.OOO goats have 
been n ived.

The News-Advertiser makes a great 
pretence of denying something which th 
Colonist did not say.

Hav- 
ing made this assertion, the News-Adver- 
tiser argues that the Colonist "wrongly 
averred" that the government made such 
an off it to Mr. Helmcken. The News- 
lAdverliser is careful not to deny the 
statement made, hy the Colonist that Mr. 
Cotton intimated that certain changes 
would be made if Mr. Helmcken would 
accept olllee in this government. The 
omission is very notable. As Mr. Cot- 
ton's organ went out f its way to deny 
a statement that had not been made in 
regard to Mr. Semlin, and argued thence 
that a statement made by the Colonist 
in regard to the government could not 
b« correct, the Inference is that the al- 
legation in regard to .Mr. Cotton, being 
uncontradicted, was correct. • 
The News-Advertiser's positkm seems 
to he this: Mr. Semlin having made no 
offer to Mr. Helmcken, it cannot be said 
that the government made any offer. 
What Mr. Cotton may have said is 
quite another matter. All of Ibis wo 
admit. The ordinary pajlance of the po- 
litical arena is capable or great possi- 
bilities. If iMr. Semlin bus eome home 
from New Westminster without the ac- 
ceptance by Mr. Henderson of the sttpr- 
ney-genernlship, it onn possibly he said 
with strict truth that it was not offered 
to hiin by the government. A govern- 
ment does not make offers until it is 
sure that they will be accepted. .Mem- 
bers of a. government do fo, however. 

The News-Advertiser says that Mr. 
•Helmcken was evidently largely in sym- 
pathy with tho government's policy" last 
cession. This will be news to Mr. 



Helmcken's constituents, and -certainly 
Mr, Helmcken's course during the bye- 
election when the house was in session 
shows chat he was as completely op 
posed to the policy of the government 
as any member of the opposition ticket 
for whose success he labored. Perhaps 
the News-Advertiser will explain how 
it came about that Mr. Helmcken re- 
fused the attorney-generalship, it" lie was 
largely in sympathy with the .policy of 
the government. 

Our Vancouver contemporary says the 
ranks of the government supporters are 
"closed up." The expression is signiti 
cant. People talk of closing up the 
ranks only when a breach litis been made 
in them. The Colonist pointed out yes 
terday some of the breaches that had 
been made, which converted the govern 
ment's majority into a minority. Doubt- 
less the ranks have closed up. Misfor 
tune is driving the party more closely to 
get her. There will be more defections, 
and (he ranks will doubtless he still 
closed up. Apparently, Messrs. SeinJin 
and Cotton mean to keep on closing up 
their ranks until they die together in 
the last ditch. It may be u heroic spec- 
tacle, from the News-Advertiser's stand- 
point, but to the geueral public it looks 
like a death-clutch on office. 

While speaking of the suggested 
changes of policy, we nod' that the Co- 
lumbian declares that some changes may 
be found necessary, and that the Alien 
Exclusion bill ami the Eight-hour law 
may have to be repealed or modified, li 
declares that these were tentative meas- 
ures merely. When the CI. die some 
weeks ago said thai there would likelj 
In- a coalition on a modified policy the 
Columbian scouted the idea, and so did 
tile News-Advertiser. The latter cate- 
gorically denied that any change of poli- 
cy in regard to these measures was in 
contemplation. It is fair to say that the 
Columbian then look occasion to express 
iis douibts as [o the desirability of keep- 
ing the first-named act on the statute 
book, and its uncertainly as to the other. 
Il declared, however, that there would 
he in. change in the general policy of the 
government. We may be allowed to 
doubt if the Columbian speaks for its 
party in regard to these two laws. 



MK. HENDERSON ACCEPTS. 

Mr. Alexander Henderson has accept 
1 the office of attorney-general as far 
ar- .Mr. Semlin can give it t,, him. 
Whether the Lieutenant-Governor will 
make the appointment on Mr. Semlin's 
recommendation remains to he seen. If 
he applies lo Mr. Semlin the same rule 
as he applied to Mr. Turner, he wiil 
refuse the re( tuendutiou. Mr. Tur- 
ner's recommendations were refused be 
cause according lo i he u -; ly | h,. Lieuten- 
ant Coventor counted voles he had not 
a majority in the legislature. If His 
Honor is still in an arithmetical mood, 
he can easily discover that Mr. Semlin 
has mu a majority. lie will discover 
that one of the gentlemen who supported 
Mr. Semlin last session — I bat is Mr. 
l*rentic< — stands in the same position to- 
day as he did when that session opened. 
The ground of objection to Mr. Pren- 
tice's occupation of the seat to which he 
was returned was not of a nature re- 
quiring the intervention of an election 
court in settle it. In this respect he was 
differently situated to Mr. Ueaue. The 
hitler's right to tin. seal could only be 
tested in an election trial, but Mr. Pren- 
tice's right can he questioned in an ac- 
tion for a penalty under the law impos- 
ing penalties upon any person who sits 
or votes in the house having 110 right to 
do so. He was relieved from this lien- 
ally so far as last session went, by a 
speeial law, but that law does not apply 
lo next session. Mr- Prentice must 
idther resign or subject himself to an 
action for a penalty by sitting next ses- 
sion, and he is hardly likely to do the 
latter. The exception taken to his sit- 
ting was deemed of sufficient importance 
lo call for a special act. It is therefore 
mo injustice to him to say that he is not 
a member of the legislature. Therefore 
the house only consists of thirty-seven 
members at present. Of these sixteen 
were and are in the old opposition party, 
and lo them must be added Messrs. 
Martin and Higgins, who have publicly 
declared themselves against the govern- 
ment, also Mr. Maepherson, who is well 
understood to be no longer a supporter. 
Here are nineteen votes against the 
government, or one half the full house, 
or a majority of two against the govern- 
ment on a division if the house were now 
in -session with the seat for East Lil- 
looet vacant. If that seat is tilled by a 
government supporter that body is slill 
in a minority of one; if it is tilled by 
an opposition member, the government is 
in a minority of three. If, therefore, 
the Lieutenant-Governor shall ask Mr. 
Semlin, as be asked Mr. Turner, if he 
thinks he can carry on the government, 
Mr. Semlin will be obliged to reply in the 
negative. We do not say that His 
Honor is compelled to ask Mr- Semlin 
this question, but we cannot see by what 
reason he can justify having done so in 
Mr. Turner's case 1 which does not apply 
with equal force to Mr. Semlin. 

Concerning Mr. Henderson's accept- 
ance of the position, one of the first 
thoughts that suggest themselves is that 
those who may support him in the bye- 
election will probably lie asked to forget 
I he cheers for Turner which went up 
from his committee room, when he and 
Mr. McHride sat side by side on the 
same platform the night of the last gen- 
eral election. The next thought is that 
even tin.' attorney-generalship is a cheap 
price for political prostitution. He has 
the satisfaction of knowing that the 
government organ in his own constitu- 
ency told the public a week ago that he 
was not lit for the place. He also 
knows that the Premier had not the 
slightest intention of offering him the 
office until he found that no one else 
'. 



would take it. The reason of the offer 
to him was that if the week passed 
without the suggestion of some name to 
the Lieutenant-Governor, Mr. Semlin 
would have to make way for another 
premier. Mr. Henderson is taking a 
gambler's chance. If he declined the 
office for fear that he could not be re- 
elected, a general election would likely 
be brought on as a result of a change 
of government, and his defeat would bo 
certain. If he accepts he stands a 
chance of holding office until the house? 
meets, for he may possibly' hi? success- 
ful when lie offers for re-election- His 
success of course contemplates that the 
voters wdio supported him when he ran 
as a friend of Mr. Turner last year will 
condone bis treachery, and that those 
who then and until within a week op- 
posed him as incapable, will eat their 
words. This all may be possible, but 
we shall decline to believe it until it has 
been demonstrated. If Mr. Henderson 
is returned again, we shall admit that 
he knows better than we do the value 
which his constituency puts upon politi- 
cal honor. 



TALES FROM THE TOTEMS. 

Reference has already been made in 
the Colonist io Mr. .lames IDeans' book 
entitled "Tales From the Totems of 
the Haidery." The only fault thai we 
have lo find with this book is that then' 
is not more of it, and we hope that Mr. 
Deans will take some occasion to pre- 
sent more of the wealth of legend and 
myth which he has gathered during bis 
long experience among the Coast In- 
dians. As he says in his introduction, 
unless these tales Of olden times are 
preserved now they will assuredly lie 
lost, because the customs of the Indians 

are changing, and s l then- will be no 

one to tell tin- traditions of the totems 
around the old camp tires. Mr. Deans 
is only a collector of tales. lie makes 
little or no attempt to theorize upo 
them, for he says it is unsafe to do so, 
on account of the great variety in the 
versions of the same legend. 'Hut the 
temptation to theorize is strong- Thus 
we have the story of Ne-kilst-lass, the 
Haven. Ne-kilst-litss. the author tells 
us, is the originator and perfeetor of ail 
good, having neither beginning nor i lid 
uf existence. lie formed the earth mil 
of darkness, heating il down by the 
ceaseless napping of his wings during 
countless ages. The newly formed 
earth was only dimly lighted, aid Ne- 
kilst-lass searched far and wide for 
something better. At last he touud a 
chief who bad three boxes in which were 

the stars, the m i and the sun. lie 

persuaded the chief to givi ilitn one 
after the Other, and thereupon lie placed 
these luminaries in the heavens. Here 

we have a legend resembling in c.sential 
features that of the Snoqualmies, which 
tells how Spbiow stole the boxes contain- 
ing the sun. moon, stars and forests 
from the awful monsters Snuquulm. 
But what will strike the average reader 
more is the resemblance of the Haidery 
myth to the lirst chapter of Uenesis. 

We' have in the latter the formless earth, 
the spirit of Cod moving upon it, the 
cosmical light and then the creation of 
the sun, moon and stars. The resem- 
blance may be purely accidental, but it 
is impossible to resist the conclusion 
that they are both versions of the same 
original tradition of the early days of 
the world, handed down from an un- 
fathomable antiquity.' Mr. Deans gives 
several versions of the same story. Thai 
of the tribes on the Naas and Skeena 
differ from that of the Haidery in the 
order in which the boxes were obtained 
by the Kavetl. 

Among other things which are to be 
learned from ibis collection of tales is 
that the Haidery have preserved a tra- 
dition of a time when their ancestors 
walked on all fours, and were covered 
with long hair. The climate was then 
much warmer thuu now. The story of 
the great Hood, when nearly all the race 
was drowned, and the survivors re- 
peopled the earth by casting stones be- 
hind them which became men and 
women, has already been referred to in 
these columns. Its resemblance to the 
Greek legend is striking. A remarkable 
story is that of the Haven's great feast, 
to which were bidden four races of men 
from different quarters of the earth. 
These races were different, in color ami 
language. This tale shows that the 
ancestors of tin- Haidery knew some- 
thing of the people who inhabit other 
lands. 

The' explanation that has been given 
to these and similar tales is that, they 
are really comparatively modern crea- 
tions and are simply perversions of 
stories told by missionaries, but this is 
wholly untenable. They have come 
down from an exceedingly remote an- 
tiquity. It is within a comparatively 
few years that missionaries have been 
in contact with the Indians of this 
Coast, and the myths and legends have 
been preserved by men arid women who 
never even heard there was such a thing 
as the Christian religion. We must 
seek for their origin far back in the 
childhood of the race. They are doubt- 
less real history in all essential particu- 
lars. Many of the grotesque details are 
palpably fiction. They suggest that the 
race at one time was far more advanced 
in knowledge than now, and that the ab- 
surdities interwoven in the stories are 
the result of efforts to keep alive through 
centuries the memory of by-gone events 
which in their nature were incompre- 
hensible to a degenerate people. They 
seem to he stories of the days before a 
great deluge, when an ancient civiliza- 
tion was swept away with most of the 
knowledge that had been acquired in un- 
numbered generations.

The 
work will be begun at once, and with 
ordinary fortune, Mr. Johnson Bays, will be 
completed In November.

.story. To begin with, Col. Sum Hughes 
a fortnight ago suggested an expression 
of opinion, and the offer of tangible as- 
sistance to the Uitlauders in their strug- 
gles against the oppression of old man 
Kruger. At that time Sir Wilfrid Laur- 
ier, ardent Imperialist us he professes to 
be, distinctly threw cold water upon the 
proposal. Then Mr. J. Davis-Allen, a 
gentleman who had resided for many 
yeurs in South Africa, arrived in Otta- 
wa as the delegate of the South African 
Association, which is endeavoring to 
arouse the sympathy of the colonies in 
favor of equal rights and justice for the 
Uitlauders. He had a very good meet- 
ing on the Senate side, under the presi 



tion. This resolution has been on the 
order paper tor two months. But not 
until Friday lust did Mr. Flint, the 
leader of the Liberal prohibitionists, 
bring the matter forward, and then he 
did it on a government day and by 
unanimous consent. Knowing that 
every hour was precious, and that u 
sec. day's discussion would not be 
permitted, the tall; was .continued until 
a late hour and the subject finally 
shelved, at Sir Wilfrid Laurier's sugges- 
tion, by the adjournment of the debute.

hundreds. Just here I would diverge to 
vhls pollywog subject, and ask your readers 
If they know when a pollywog becomes a 
frog or a toad, and for how long these 
creatures go about like little alligators. 
The present year I have seen hundreds 
of them some rods from the water In the 
grass, and catching Hies, and four Inches 
long. Going hack io the hens, these birds 
are exceedingly emnlvorous, as will he 
shown by the many true stories told of the 
strange things found at times In their crops. 
It was through the enterprising hen that 
the California gold was tlrst discovered 
for long before Sutter found It In his mill 
race the women of his boarding hoase found 
nuggets In the hens' gizzards as they 
dressed them for the table. Other stories 
of similar discoveries of gold and precious 
stones In the gizzards of hens, or in their 
crops, have been told In mining camps, and 
similar stories In more truthful places. 

When I was a boy It was a common story 
that pigs could not swim, because their 
sharp hoofs cut their throats: but here In 
North Carolina I find our native razorback, 
or rail splitter, Is an er^ellont swimmer, 
for be navigates my ponds and rivers here, 
and I suspect him of actual pouching for 
fish. I have seen him make n grab at 
something In the rater and dive after It. 
apparently with the swiftness and agility 
of an otter. Anyhow. I have had to shut 
In both shies of my ponds with 11 two-Inch 
barbed wire fence tn keep the hogs from 
doing something In my ponds akin to fish- 
ing, unite as much as to guard ngnlnst 
fishers who emulate the hogs in this 1 re- 
spect. 

Mr. Pine Tree talks of these ravenous 
loutes of fishing hogs, four-footed of course, 
but a whole drove of them will not do as 
much harm as one two legged one. One 
of this breed I have seen, when he struck 
a shoal of trout so thick that the whole 
of the three tiles on his leader frequently 
took a fish each, still keep on taking llsli 
after his twelve-pound basket was full, 
nnd when I fortunately came across him 
and stopped him he had a big heap on the 
bank, as well us a respectnhle siring on a 
forked twig. Of the two breeds of this 
bus scrofus, 1 must sav I prefer t lie 
quadruped variety as a Usher.
